supply that demand : 
“The core of the idea is that each 


county of England should, by means | 


of an organisation to which we shall 
revert, supply all-the-fresh- produce 
of the kind that has been previously 
mentioned, that would suffice to 
keep pace with the demand-in Lon- 
don. Now, in order that this shall 
be done profitably’ it would not 
suffice that hampers and other small 
consignments should be sent off by 
individuals. ‘The .method. is . too 
roundabout and too expensive. 

“To meet the demand it would be 
necessary that each county, or greup 
of counties, should establish in Lon- 
don depóts to which the
